
Forget the 
airport, say 
protestors, 
this is the 
real threat

CAMPAIGNERS fighting plans for 
5,000 new homes at Lodge Hill have 
warned the development is a more re¬ 
alistic threat than the “pie in the sky” 
airport proposal. 

Rolf Williams, from the RSPB, said 
while talks of an airport in north Kent 
were worrying, he stressed that the out¬ 
line planning application for Lodge Hill 
at Chattenden on the Hoo Peninsula 
had actually been submitted and was a 
real threat. 

“While we’re not complacent about 
the airport and I’m increasingly nerv¬ 
ous about the situation, there are no 
real plans at the moment, ” he said. 

“The previous airport plan (in 2003) 
was a genuine proposal; something to 


get your teeth into and fight. These lat¬ 
est ones have been drawn up by Lord 
Foster but are not real plans. 

“However, there are real plans in place 
for the Lodge Hill development. It’s been 
very much overshadowed by the airport 
issue and while we understand it is on a 
smaller scale, having 5,000 homes and 
15,000 more people will be extremely 
destructive to protected land. 

“We are not against sustainable de¬ 
velopment, but the developers Land Se¬ 
curities have not done their homework 
- their environmental surveys are, we 
feel, woefully inadequate.” 

Plans are to build a new town at 
Lodge Hill, a former army base at Chat¬ 
tenden, with 5,000 new homes, com¬ 
munity facilities, including schools, and

new roads. 

The land is by a Site of Spe¬ 
cial Scientific Interest and 
RSPB research found there was 
a “significant” population of 
nightingales there. 

Mr Williams said the site was 
also likely to be home to a 
number of other species of 
wildlife and plants. He also said 
old buildings on the land could 
house protected bat roosts. 

“Land Securities need to be 
more thorough in their surveys 
and we are happy to work with 
them on this,” he said. “But 
until they have all the informa¬ 
tion how can they submit an 


outline planning application? 
It’s the general scale that con¬ 
cerns us and we don’t think the 
Hoo Peninsula is the right place 
for such a big development. 

“While we realise these 
homes are not all going to be 
built at once and it is a phased 
development, having 5,000 
homes and 15,000 people is 
going to impact on the green 
infrastructure of the area. 

“These plans cannot be ap¬ 
proved on the basis of the envi¬ 
ronmental surveys that have 
been carried out.” 

Due to the high number of 
responses to the plans, Med¬ 
way Council extended the 
deadline and Mr Williams 


urged people to have a say. 

“This is people’s chance to 
have an opinion. I would en¬ 
courage people to have a say 
while they can,” he said. 

Developer Land Securities 
has been working on plans for 
a mixed-use development on 
the land north of the A228 at 
Chattenden since 2008. An 
outline planning application 
was submitted at the end of last 
year to Medway Council. 

Development director for 
Land Securities Stephen Neal 
said: “For the past three years, 
Land Securities has been in a 
regular dialogue with the com¬ 
munity to better understand 
their views regarding develop¬ 


ment at Lodge Hill, with more 
than 1,350 participants in a 
series of exhibitions and design 
workshops. 

“Our proposals for Lodge Hill 
will create a new community 
hub on the Hoo Peninsula, that 
will bring with it benefits and 
amenities for people living in 
the area, including community 
facilities, a countryside park, 
sports facilities, health services 
and a new secondary school. 

“In addition, it is estimated 
that the business space pro¬ 
posed for the site could create 
around 5,000 jobs, which 
would secure the Peninsula’s 
status as a significant econom¬ 
ic destination in the region. 


“We have worked hard to 
ensure our masterplan propos¬ 
als are carefully woven into the 
existing natural landscape. 

“In parts it will be enhanced 
and in other areas, preserved 
and protected. 

“We have committed to set¬ 
ting aside around half of the 
site for the natural environ¬ 
ment. Existing woodland will 
be able to flourish, and we will 
introduce a number of ecologi¬ 
cal measures designed to pro¬ 
tect local wildlife habitats and 
manage them effectively in the 
long-term. ”

Pathfinder scheme supports our 
young people with special needs

THE towns are set to pioneer national 
Government policy for children with 
special educational needs and disabili¬ 
ties, after the area was selected to trial 
new services. 

Medway was chosen as one of 20 ar¬ 
eas nationwide - and one of just six 
other authorities in the south east - to 
be a ‘pathfinder’ area. 

This means the towns will trial new 
services set out in a government green 
paper on special educational needs and 
disability policy. 

The green paper, published last year, 
outlines proposals for the biggest 
programme of reform in education, 
health and social care of children with 
special educational needs, for 30 years. 

The paper sets out a range of ideas to 
help families and children - these in¬ 
clude the introduction of one single ed¬ 
ucation, health and care plan for chil¬ 
dren that will be with them from birth 


to 2 5 years and reducing the number of 
different assessments children have. 

In Medway, the focus will be on how 
improvements can be made for children 
with special needs and disabilities at 
what is know as the early years stage - 
covering new borns to five-year-olds, 
and post-14s. 


Representatives from the Department 
for Education, Department of Health 
and the Council for Disabled Children 
met with parents as well as profession¬ 
als from Medway education, health and 
social care agencies at a special event 
last week to discuss the area’s plans for 
the trial, which ends in March 2013 


and will involve around 20 volunteer 
families in total. 

Medway Council’s portfolio holder for 
children’s services, Les Wicks, said: “We 
want every parent and child’s voice to 
be listened to and to put their needs at 
the centre of everything we do. 

“As a pathfinder area, Medway will 
be leading improvements in the way we 
support children with special needs and 
disabilities and their families. A more 
joined up approach between education, 
health and social care services has ben¬ 
efits for all.” 

Keith Clear, vice chairman for the 
Medway Parents and Carers Forum, 
said: “The Pathfinder is the first step to¬ 
wards families experiencing a new way 
of working with professionals from dif¬ 
ferent services. 

“We and other parents have told the 
government that the existing system 
was too difficult and often disjointed. 
We are now pleased that local families 
will have the chance to trial what works 
best for them.”

Dial-a-dinner with all the trimmings 
as roast delivery service goes live

FROM pizzas to Chinese, Indian to kebabs, a 
quick phone call can now summon most forms 
of food to our doorsteps. 

But now there’s a chance to dial-a-Sunday- 
roast courtesy of a new business. 

The brainchild of Amanda Scully, Fanny’s can 
deliver roast dinners on demand. And she hopes 
it will cook up such demand she’ll soon have 
branches across the UK. 

She said: “I have started an English take-away 
business in Rochester delivering roast dinners 
straight to your door seven days a week as well 
as traditional English foods like jacket spuds and 
other healthy options. 

“It is a service enjoyed by busy individuals, 
mums who fancy a night off and the elderly. I am 
hoping to promote healthy lunch options for the 
Medway work force.” 

Based at the Rising Sun pub, Ms Scully has 
hopes to quickly expand. 

She said: “The roast meals have all the trim¬ 
mings like Yorkshire puddings, stuffing and cau¬ 
liflower cheese. They are then delivered direct to 
homes across the Medway towns. 

“I started the business as a result of my hectic

workload and living alone. I found I had no 
schedule that would allow me to cook a decent 
meal. 

“The healthiest option I could find was a 
chicken kebab, then very little else. 

“I’d often grab a bag of chips but was rarely 
satisfied so I decided to do something about it. 

“I borrowed the name from Fanny Craddock 
to promote the idea of good home cooking. 

“There are many busy professionals, hard 
working single mums, and lone men who put in 
a hard day’s graft and elderly people who all de¬ 
serve a good quality, home cooked, meal which 
they may not have the time to cook. 

“To cook a roast dinner for one is a laborious 
task, time consuming and expensive, so I decided 
I would be the one to take on all the work.” 

Following an order, the meal can arrive with¬ 
in an hour. 

She said: “It arrives on a bio-degradable plate, 
so there’s not even any of the tedious washing 
up. The potatoes are kept in a paper bag so they 
don’t loose their crispness and gravy is in a pot. 

“As well as roast dinners I offer other tradi¬ 
tional English meals like stew and dumplings, 
liver and bacon with bubble and squeak, pie 
mash and liquor, steak and kidney pudding, plus 
vegetarian dishes, jacket potatoes and a healthy 


‘mix and match’ option where you design your 
own dish from the various ingredients on offer. ” 

Those in the area can even collect direct from 
the pub. 

Ms Scully adds: “This is where I run my kitch¬ 
en from. 

“It is a nice luxury to have someone cook your 
roast dinner and deliver it to your door and no 
washing up to be done.”

Cash offered to catch vicious crooks 


A £5,000 reward has been 
offered to help bring to justice 
those behind a vicious robbery 
in Chatham last month which 
saw two men tie up their vic¬ 
tim before stealing valuables. 

Crimestoppers has put up 
the cash following the incident 
at a home in Smith Road, 
Chatham, on Thursday, 
February 23. 

At some point between noon 
and 12.50pm the two men 
forced their way into the 
house. They found the female 
victim, who was home alone, 
and demanded she identify 
where the property's valuables 
were kept. 


After taking a number of 
high value items belonging to 
the family, including expensive 
jewellery, the two men 
escaped in what may have 
been a saloon vehicle. 

The first man is described as 
black, of large build, in his mid 
to late 20s, 5' 8", gold teeth, 
wearing a black hat, black 
cargo trousers, a high visibility 
jacket and black wool gloves. 

His accomplice is described 
as black, slim build, in his mid- 
20s, 5’ 8" tall, with a stud 
earring in each ear, wearing a 
high visibility jacket, black wool 
gloves and glasses.

Germaine Greer signs up to letter 
demanding airport plans be ditched

WRITER and academic Germaine Greer has be¬ 
come the latest big name to lend her support to 
the campaign opposed to plans to build a multi¬ 
million pound airport in the Thames Estuary. 

In a letter published in this week’s Daily Tele¬ 
graph newspaper, Prof Greer joins a host of local 
figures from across the political divide calling for 
the plans to be “grounded”. 

It focuses heavily on the turmoil such an enor¬ 
mous development would cause to wildlife. 

There are currently two proposals for an air¬ 
port. One, dubbed Boris Island, involves building 
on reclaimed land in the estuary and has been 
spearheaded by London Mayor Boris Johnson. 

The other is to build on Grain, with designs 
unveiled by architect Lord Foster. 

Originally dismissed as ‘pie in the sky’ a con¬ 
sultation begins this month into the issue of avi¬ 
ation capacity in the south east, with Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron earlier this week confirming 
he would look at the estuary plans. 

The letter reads: “We believe that plans for 
an airport on or near the Thames Estuary should 
be grounded. The airport would cost up to 
£70 billion. Proponents say foreign backers 
would pay for this, but they go quiet when 
asked who would foot the bill for the road and 
rail links to London. 

“Aircraft using this airport would be 12 times 
more at risk of bird strike than at any other ma¬ 
jor UK airport. The airport would also be close to 
Thamesport, where huge container ships unload 
one fifth of the UK’s liquid natural gas supplies, 
as well as the proposed London Array wind farm 
and the wreck of SS Richard Montgomery, which 
is still packed with 1,400 tonnes of explosives. 

“The airport would also destroy an area used 





by 300,000 migrating birds every year, and 
would devastate the ecosystem of the Thames 
Estuary, which is of worldwide scientific impor¬ 
tance. Great swaths of the countryside would 
have to be developed to make way for new roads, 
rail links, industrial estates, depots and hotels. 
Some have pointed to the economic benefits to 
north Kent and south Essex of such an airport, 
but the airport is still decades away and most of 
the jobs would be low paid. 

“Finally, this airport would have a drastic 
economic effect on our existing airports. Boris 
Johnson, the Mayor of London, has admitted 
to MPs that the Government would have to 
legislate to force airlines to move from Heath¬ 
row. We believe there are better solutions to the 
UK’s aviation needs than an airport on the 
Thames Estuary.”

Early morning route through towns 
announced for Olympic Torch relay 


CONFIRMATION of the route 
for the Olympic Torch through 
Medway was announced this 
week - with thousands set to 
take to the streets to cheer it 
on its way. 

The Olympic Torch Relay 
will take the flame around the 
UK en route to the Olympic 
Stadium in London and the 
opening ceremony. 

But before it gets there, it 
will spend several days 
enjoying the Kent countryside. 

After overnight stops in 
Dover and then Maidstone, 
the torch will be driven from 
Maidstone to Gillingham on 
the morning of July 20. You'Ll 
need to be up early though 
as the Gillingham Leg starts 
at 7.50am. 

It will then travel down 
Canterbury Road from Crosley 
Road, onto Skinner Street, 
Jeffrey Street, Arden Street 
and the High Street before 
hitting Chatham. After 



travelling up Brompton Road it 
will take in Wood Street, Dock 
Road, Globe Lane, Medway 
Street, High Street and Victoria 
Street. At 8.42am precisely, 
the plan is for it to be in 
Rochester, travelling down 
East Row, Vines Lanes, St 
Margaret's Street, Boley Hill, 
Corporation Street and the 
High Street before heading 
down Commercial Road. 

It wiLL then continue down 


the A2 before turning onto the 
A226 Gravesend Road. After 
passing the Thank you for 
visiting Medway' sign, it will be 
driven to Higham where, at 
9.37am it goes down the 
Gravesend Road from 
CopperfieLd Crescent to the 
50mph speed sign. Then it will 
be off to Gravesend.

ALLERGY specialists are warning young and old 
alike to act now to help ease their hayfever suf¬ 
fering this year. 

Specialists at Kent’s only NHS allergy clinic at 
Medway Maritime say early steps can go a long 
way to easing the misery faced by many who 
suffer from the pollen-triggered reaction. 

Julie Millest, allergy nurse specialist at the 
clinic, explained: “Hayfever occurs because the 
person’s immune system is extremely sensitive 
to pollen and when they inhale it their body 
overreacts, causing symptoms such as itchy 
eyes, a runny nose and sneezing. 

“The hayfever season is split into two - the 
tree pollen season and the grass pollen season. 
The tree pollen season is just starting now and 
the grass pollen season begins in May, reaching 
its peak in June and July. 

“It’s really important that you start taking 
non-drowsy hayfever medication now so that 
you can build up your resistance to it before the 
season reaches its peak.” 

Traditionally, the peak pollen season coincides 
with school exams - bringing added stresses and 
strains to youngsters. 

But taking steps now could go a long way to 


easing the agony experienced by so many. 

Nurse Millest adds: “There are a few simple 
things that you can do that will help to prevent 
hayfever. 

“These include: Avoid being outside in the 
early morning and evening when the pollen 
count is highest; wear sunglasses to prevent eye 
irritation; keep windows closed late afternoon 
when the pollen count rises and drive with your 
car windows closed.” 

The Medway Maritime Hospital’s allergy clinic 


is the county’s only source of NHS allergy ad¬ 
vice, with clinics open weekly for adults and 
children alike to come and discuss allergy prob¬ 
lems. 

The immunotherapy clinic is held weekly for 
desensitisation to allergens including grass and 
tree pollen, wasp and bee venom. 

The service regularly participates in re¬ 
search and clinical trials, enabling patients 
from across the county to access the latest 
treatments.

Grand total raised by comedy star 
who cycled, rowed and ran his way 
from Paris to London to be revealed

THE total amount raised by comedian John 
Bishop during his remarkable physical endur¬ 
ance test between Paris and London will be 
confirmed this evening during the BBC’s Sport 
Relief coverage. 

Millions were set to tune in last night to watch 
a television documentary which followed Mr 
Bishop during his efforts - including three back- 
to-back marathons through Kent. 

John Bishop’s Sport Relief Hell was a one-off 
special that captured the awe-inspiring physical 
effort which saw him, in just five days, run, row 
and cycle a combined 290 miles between the 
two cities. 

His aim was to raise enough money to save 
the lives of some 250,000 children in Africa by 
paying for a simple £5 vaccine. 

While his final fundraising total will not be 
confirmed until tonight’s Sport Relief television 
shows, it is thought he has already exceeded the 
£1.2 5m he set out to raise. 

In a remarkable physical feat, he started by cy¬ 
cling 135-miles from Paris to Calais in less than 
24 hours. Having only had one hour’s sleep, he

then took to a boat and, along with help from TV 
presenter Davina McCall, Ashes hero Andrew 
‘Freddie’ Flintoff and Olympian Denise Lewis, 
rowed across the English Channel. 

After a night in Dover, he ran from the town: 
26 miles to Faversham. After a night in a hotel, 
he took off again and ran to Gravesend - pausing 
only to travel miles off course to visit the Sir 
Joseph Williamson’s Mathematical School in 
Rochester, where students had raised a stagger¬ 
ing £28,000 for the last Sport Relief. 


Helping him along his journey to London were 
more famous faces, including Dermot O’Leary, 
Frank Skinner, Greg James, Robbie Savage and 
Radio 1 DJ Chris Moyles. 

John Bishop’s Sport Relief Hell, will be availa¬ 
ble to view on iPlayer. 

It also featured Mr Bishop’s trip to Sierra Leo¬ 
ne, in Africa, with Comic Relief to see how the 
money raised is able to help extremely vulnera¬ 
ble, poor and disadvantaged people in the world’s 
poorest countries.

Driver’s soaring cost 
of scrap metal error 


A VAN full of scrap metal 
would end up costing its driver 
dear, after he was ordered to 
pay fines totalling more than 
£1,000 by a court. 

Trevor Clayton Brown, 46, 
of White Road, Chatham, had 
originally been stopped last 
September. 

Medway Council's environ¬ 
mental enforcement offices 
pulled him over after spotting 
him with a van full of scrap 
metal in Dock Road, Chatham. 

He admitted not having the 
required waste carriers licence 
and was issued with a fixed 
penalty notice for £300. 

But Brown failed to pay up. 

So in November he was 
invited for an interview with 
Medway's environmental 
enforcement team - but he 
snubbed that too and failed to 
show. 

A summons was then issued 
telling him he would have to 
appear in court. 

He attended Medway 
Magistrates Court in February, 
but asked for an adjournment, 
claiming he only received the 
summons days before. 


However, when a new date 
was set for March 12, Brown 
failed to appear, and so the 
matter was dealt with by 
magistrates in his absence. 

Brown was fined £800 
and ordered to pay costs 
of £262.45 and a victim 
surcharge of £15 making a 
total of £1,077.45. 

Medway Council's portfolio 
holder for community safety 
and customer contact, Mike 
O'Brien, said: "Waste licences 
are an essential tool for 
dealing with fly-tipping and 
other environmental crime. 

"They are in place for good 
reason helping the council to 
keep tabs on where waste 
ends up and to take appropri¬ 
ate action if that place is at 
the side of the road or dumped 
down an alley. 

"Prosecutions like this send 
out a strong message that the 
council will pursue through 
the courts those who break 
the law." 

Waste carriers licences 
are available from the 
Environment Agency and cost 
£154 each. 


CRIME 

Threatened and headbutted for the sake of £1 


A VICIOUS crook robbed a man 
in Gillingham, head-butting and 
threatening him with a knife, 
before escaping with just £1 in 
loose change. 

Now police are appealing for 
help in tracking down the man 
who carried out the attack. 

The 22-year-old victim was 
approached as walked along 
Corporation Road at around 
lam last Saturday. Moments 
later, he had been headbutted 
and threatened with a pen¬ 
knife and two darts, before his 
assailant fled into the night. 


A police spokesman said: 
“When first approached, the 
offender threatened to stab 
him with a penknife if the 
victim did not hand over his 
wallet. The offender then 
headbutted the victim before 
threatening him with two 
darts, demanding he hand over 
his wallet. At this point, the 
victim handed over the loose 
change he had in his pocket 
and walked off. 

"The offender continued to 
follow him, waving darts in his 
face and threatening him. 


"He only left when one of the 
victim's friends approached, 
and warned him off." 

The suspect is described as 
6ft lins tall, stocky with short, 
dark brown hair. He was 
wearing a black, short-sleeved 
T-shirt with a white logo on the 
front and jeans. 

Kent Police's DC Charlotte 
Underwood said: "We would 
urge anyone who knows 
anything about this incident to 
get in touch with either Kent 
Police at 101 or Kent Crimest- 
oppers at 0800 555 111."

Apple fans out in force 
as iPad 3 launch sends 
tablet sales soaring

APPLE’S latest iPad has been selling “like hot- 
cakes” across Medway, acording to a leading 
electrical retailer. 

Currys say demand for the iPad 3 looks set to 
outstrip that of its predecessor. 

The new tablet machine - which boasts a fast¬ 
er processor, improved resolution screen and 
camera and support for the upcoming 4G mobile 
network - went on sale on March 16, with initial 
estimates predicting it could sell as many as one 
million units on its opening day alone. 

Apple fanatics turned out in force, with some 
stores in London seeing them queue for days in 
order to be among the first to get their hands on 
the devices.

The original iPad ushered in a technical revo¬ 
lution with laptop sales slumping as more and 
more people plumped for a hand-held tablet de¬ 
vice. While Apple lead the way, their competi¬ 
tors have been quick to try and catch up, with 
dozens of different touch-screen variations. 

The Apple iPad 3 is not cheap, however. De¬ 
pending on their specifications, the prices range 
from £399 to £659. Across all the versions, Ap¬ 
ple have sold more than 5 5 million prior to the 
arrival of the iPad 3. 

The spokesman for Currys added: “We are see¬ 
ing more and more people switch to tablets, and 
it seems the iPad remains king of the pile. There 
are many other tablets available in the stores, 
but people do like these Apple products.” 

Comet in Rochester reported “business as usu¬ 
al” for the iPads and continued to get inquiries 
all weekend. 

The only Apple store in Kent is at Bluewater, 
and that, unsurprisingly, reported brisk sales. 

Apple has enjoyed cult status for its products, 
including the iPad, iPhone and iPod. 

Once lagging far behind rival Microsoft, Apple 
is now the world’s most valuable company.

Prison for van driver found 
with drugs haul big enough 
to make 900 ecstasy pills

A 2 5-year-old man who admit¬ 
ted supplying crystal MDMA - 
the key ingredient in ecstasy 
tablets - has been jailed for four 
years. 

Reggie Smith, of Maidstone 
Road, Rainham, appeared be¬ 
fore Maidstone Crown Court 
earlier this week after pleading 
guilty at an earlier hearing. 

He was sentenced to four 
years behind bars. 

Smith was driving along 
Lordwood Lane, Chatham, on 
August 24 last year when he 
was stopped by police. 

His van was searched and 
crystal MDMA with an esti¬ 
mated street value of £2,500 
was seized. This amount of the 
drug would have made around 
900 ecstasy tablets. 

Detective Sergeant Rob 
Haines of the Kent and Essex 
Serious Crime Directorate said: 


“We are dedicated to taking 
drugs off of the streets and 
making our neighbourhoods 
even safer. 

“I am confident that this sen¬ 
tence sends a message to those 
involved in the drugs supply 
network that their illegal activ¬ 
ity will not be tolerated. 

“We will not hesitate in tar¬ 
geting dealers, arresting them

Rower targets 2,012 miles in 2012 - 
mostly without touching any water

LIVING on a houseboat should 
be the ideal location for setting 
personal records for distances 
covered by rowing, but one 
Rochester man is doing it with¬ 
out leaving port - at least for 
most of the time. 

Darren Simmons is using a 
rowing machine on board his 
home at Hoo to set his target of 
covering 2,012 miles during 
2012. 

He said: “I was inspired to do 
this when I read on Twitter 
about someone running the 
same number of miles for 2012. 

“I wanted to do something 
along those lines, so chose row¬ 
ing, as I really enjoy it already. 
Others are cycling or walking, 
but as I row with my local club, 
this seemed the best idea. 

“I have to do an average of 
just over 5.5 miles a day, but I 
want to get it finished early, so 
am doing a little more to keep 
the averages up and also allow 
for some days off.

“I am doing this for the Men¬ 
ingitis Trust. When I was 10,1 
contracted meningitis which 
left me paralysed from the waist 
down for about 10 weeks. This 
left me with a weak left side, 
hearing loss, memory problems 
and balance and back problems. 

“The trust does a brilliant job 
and I just wish they had been 
around 3 7 years ago to support 
me. But I hope the money I 
raise can benefit people that 
contract it now and helps to¬ 
wards finding a cure.” 

Rowing was an obvious choice 


considering his condition. 

Mr Simmons said: “I started 
rowing primarily to strengthen 
my back and legs, which has 
worked quite well. But rowing 
10km a day for two months 
has not only strengthened my 
legs and back, but my stamina 
has greatly improved. 

“I think it’s a great way to 
celebrate the Olympic year and 
as a personal challenge.” 

His typical day starts at 6am 
on the machine, with training 
sessions at his rowing club 
three nights a week and plenty 


more exercise using circuits 
and weights. He likes to cover 
about seven miles on rowing 
outings on Sundays. 

He said: “By the end of 
February, I had completed 377 
miles which is about the same 
as rowing to Newcastle. 

“The whole distance I am 
aiming for is like rowing across 
the width of Australia. 

His wife Miriam said: “He is 
doing 90 per cent of it on the 
machine and we think he is the 
only one in the world taking 
this challenge on like this. 

“He has done pretty well so 
far covering 483 miles and that 
includes a marathon on the 
rowing machine. 

“He has decided to get it all 
done by the end of November, 
so he can have some time off in 
the run up to Christmas. 

“We will even be taking the 
rowing machine away on holi¬ 
day with us.”

The series of crime novels featuring detective 
Tom Thorne continued with Scaredy Cat and 
was followed by Lazybones, The Burning Girl, 
Lifeless, Buried, Death Message, Bloodline and 
From the Dead. The latest in the series - Good As 
Dead - was published in August last year. 

Billingham is also the author of the standalone 
novel called In the Dark as well as a series of chil¬ 
dren’s thrillers - Triskellion - written under the 
pseudonym Will Peterson. 

An acclaimed television series based on the 
Thorne novels was screened on Sky One in 
autumn 2010, starring David Morrissey, with a 
second series currently in production. 

Martyn Waites worked as a professional actor 
before becoming a writer. 

His latest novel is Speak No Evil and he also 


works as a writer in prisons and with socially ex¬ 
cluded children and adults in the community. 

Mr Billingham said: “I shall be talking about 
Good As Dead which has just come out in paper¬ 
back and trying to have a good time. 

“Martyn and I are friends and it’s always 
better doing something like this with someone 
you know. Hopefully we’ll be funny as well.’’ 

A former stand-up comic, Mr Billingham says 
there are remarkable parallels between the two 
disciplines. 

“I think of a novel as a performance,” he said. 
“Stand-up is a matter of engaging an audience 
before they start throwing glasses and it’s the 
same with a novel. 

“You have to engage the reader very quickly, 
as there are lots of good books out there. 

“Crime fiction is also structured in the same 
way as a joke. It’s all about timing and when you 
release that key piece of information.” 

Billingham’s character Tom Thorne is some¬ 
thing of a maverick detective who has an uneasy 
relationship with his superiors, a tangled per¬ 
sonal life and a distrust of bureaucracy. 

Mr Billingham takes advice from real-life po¬ 
lice on procedures and has accompanied officers 
on routine work and on investigations. 

He said: “I started off just using the police press 
office and the internet, but I was then ‘assigned’ 


an officer who has since become a very good 
friend. He puts me in touch with other police 
officers if I need advice on such things as anti¬ 
terrorism or kidnap. 

“Also I do ride-alongs with uniformed officers 
on overnight shifts. 

“But I’m doing it less and less. I used to be a 
nutcase about it, but sometimes research is just 
an excuse not to write.” 

Mr Billingham said he feels people read crime 
fiction both as a mirror to contemporary society 
and as escapism. 

“Some people want to ring fence the darkness 
and they want a world where they can have 
their thrills and then close the page at the end,” 
he said. 

“Or they may want something a little more 
analytical and crime fiction is ideally placed to 
do that. 

“Nobody can close the door on a detective who 
can go through all stratum of society. 

“I do quite enjoy that, but it’s not my primary 
concern. 

“If you set out to write a searing novel about x, 
y, or z it’s probably going to be a bad novel. You 
have to have a good story.”

Tracking the golden 
age of steam travel

A NEW book which takes read¬ 
ers on a train journey across 
Kent during the golden age of 
steam railways has just been 
published. 

Rex Conway’s Southern 
Steam Journey Volume Two 
uses the author’s archive of 
black and white photographs 
to recreate travelling from 
Victoria Station in London, 
down to Folkestone, Ramsgate 
and Ashford via Medway 
and Swale. 

It tells of a time when the 
railways reached places where 
stations have now been closed 
for almost 60 years. 

Mr Conway, who is an archi¬ 
vist and historian, has a 
collection of more than 65,000 
images of the days of steam 
trains, having taken a total 
of 25,000 himself from the 
1950s onwards. 

The book, published by The 
History Press, includes photo¬ 
graphs of locomotives on the 
line heading for Ashford and 
includes details of a recreated 
trip around its railway sheds 
and workings. 

The Romney, Hythe and 
Dymchurch small steam rail¬ 
way is featured, as is the South 
Eastern and Chatham Railway 
which ran a service from Victo¬ 
ria to Paris, starting at 1 lam. 

This rolling stock was up¬ 
graded when Southern Rail¬ 
way came into operation and 
Pullman cars introduced as a 
more ‘exclusive’ sort of pas¬ 
senger was catered for. A fer¬ 
ry-boat called the Canterbury 
was built and took the car-

riages across the Channel. 

The branch line to Lydd, 
which is no longer in use by 
passenger trains, is also fea¬ 
tured, with a picture of the now 
abandoned town station. 

The imaginary journey runs 
to Ashford across the Marsh. 

Mr Conway writes: “Ashford 
apart from having a large loco¬ 
motive works... is also a major 
junction. 

“The line from Brighton 
which we have just arrived on 
is one of three main lines that 
arrive from the south - the oth¬ 
ers being the Folkestone and 
Dover lines. The other main 
line is from Canterbury, while 
going west from Ashford is a 
direct line to Tonbridge. 

“The final junction is to 
Maidstone totalling five lines 
meeting in Ashford, a railway 
enthusiast’s dream.” 

Despite the cutbacks to 
services over the past decades 
all five of these routes still 
run - the direct service to 
Brighton being reintroduced 
seven years ago. 

This historic route first 
opened on February 13, 1851. 


Recommended for closure by 
Dr Richard Beeching in 1963, 
the route has survived various 
attempts to axe services com¬ 
pletely, and stations remained 
unmodernised and gas-lit well 
into the 1970s. 

The wide cuts made across 
the network resulted in their 
instigator becoming one of the 
most unpopular figures in the 
history of public transport. 

Dr Beeching’s brief as chair¬ 
man of the British Transport 
Commission was simple: “Make 
the railways pay. ” 

British Rail was losing 
£140m a year when he took 
over the commission and his 
solution, announced on March 
27, 1963, was straightforward 
- massive cuts. 

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment welcomed the report, but 
thousands of people - many in 
remote rural areas - were hor¬ 
rified they would lose their lo¬ 
cal branch lines. Opposition 
from the pressure groups failed 
and during the 1960s “Beech¬ 
ing’s Axe” fell on 2,128 sta¬ 
tions and more than 67,000 
British Rail jobs. 

The book documents the 
highpoint of the railways - be¬ 
fore the cuts - and the rail line 
between Folkestone and Dover 
also receives attention. 

Mr Conway states: “We are 
running by the sea again, look¬ 
ing gloriously blue in the sum¬ 
mer sunshine, but not for long 
though, as our train will soon 
be into the Abbotscliffe Tunnel 
which is more than a mile long. 
When we emerge into daylight 
again it will be the White Cliffs 
on our left as we slow for our 
stop at Dover.”

Day we knew it was just a game 


Reporter Joe Bill recounts finding himself just yards away from the 
terrible scene of footballer Fabrice Muamba suffering a heart attack 


THE term ‘everything has been 
put into perspective’ is over¬ 
used. But never has it been 
more fitting than at 6pm on 
Saturday, March 17, 2012. 

Midway through the lam¬ 
basting of another refereeing 
decision, Tottenham fans 
turned to face Fabrice Muamba 
as he slumped to the floor. 

The realisation of the situation 
was almost immediate. With his 
hands crumpled under his body, 
36,000 people knew there was 
something very wrong with 
the Bolton number six. 

Just 20 yards from our seats, 
Spurs Luka Modric could be 
seen frantically gesturing to the 
dugouts. Bolton physios and 
Tottenham medics raced to the 
player’s side and tried to place 
him in the recovery position. 

As stretcher men and para¬ 
medics raced across the pitch, 
the panic of the situation be¬ 
came clear and the stadium fell 
silent. A sickening whimper 
from the crowd went up as it 


became clear paramedics were 
pumping away at Muamba’s 
chest trying to bring the player 
back to life. 

Superstars slumped to the 
turf, while parents turned their 
children’s faces away. 

The stricken player’s midfield 
partner Nigel Reo-Coker 
walked over to the Spurs fans 
just in front of me with tears 
streaming down his face. 

Two more medics appeared 
carrying a defibrillator. 

As Muamba’s body kicked 
up from the electric pulse, the 
silence broke and a deafening 
roar went up; it was like a goal 
had been scored, in the sense it 
was spontaneous, there was 
no-one conducting this choir. 

The shouts of “come on, 
come on!” were as upsetting as 
the scene in front on me. 

It was pure desperation of 
the 36,000 people urging Mua¬ 
mba to move, to be okay, to 
give those around him a sign 
there was still hope. 


As the minutes ticked by si¬ 
lence drew in again before the 
cries of Muamba’s name started 
in the Bolton section. This was 
echoed around the stadium un¬ 
til all were singing his name, 
urging him to stay alive. 

It was the most surreal and 
uplifting feeling knowing eve¬ 
ryone wanted the same thing, 
but at the same time it was the 
most horrific thing anyone had 
seen on a football pitch. 

The medics continued to 
work on Muamba as he was 
loaded onto the stretcher and 
carried away. Almost 10 min¬ 
utes had passed since he had 
hit the floor. They were some of 
the longest minutes in my life. 

Fifteen minutes later it was 
announced the game had been 
abandoned. The faces on of 
some of those burly men walk¬ 
ing out of White Hart Lane said 
all you needed to know about 
how they were feeling. 

In the street people gathered 
around cars for radio news, but

nothing was conclusive. 

Fans are often criticised for 
their behaviour, their chants 
and their blinkered view of 
football, but for me that was 
the day football changed. 

It is sad it has taken a horrible 
incident like this to get people 
to wake up, but I have no doubt 
the game will be a little more 
clear now. Money, transfers, the 
England captaincy, which foot¬ 
baller is having an affair... none 
of it means anything when 
someone’s life is on the line. 

I don’t like the phrase ‘foot¬ 
ball family’, but from the out¬ 
pouring of support from social 
networking sites, other football 
teams and the wider world, you 
can tell people finally realised it 
is indeed ‘just a game’. 

I hope that day goes down in 
history for the right reasons. I 
know I will never be able to go 
to see Tottenham Hotspur 
without looking at the piece of 
turf where Muamba fell and 
thinking, just thinking.

URGENT action is needed in 
light of figures that show 
Shepway had the third worst 
rate of business failures 
anywhere in the coutry. 

According to research 
carried out by Experian for the 
BBC, 1,300 businesses in 
Shepway have closed in the 
last two years. 

This means the area’s 
businesses have declined by 
7.8 per cent year-on-year, 
falling from 8,253 in 2010, 
to 6,951 in 2012. Only 
Hounslow in west London 
and Knowsley, near Liverpool, 
have seen greater rates of 
decline. The research looked 
at evidence of growth, or 
otherwise, in every local 
authority area in England.

General welcome for Osborne’s 
recognition of a thriving region

CHANCELLOR George Osborne’s recognition of 
the need for a prosperous South East and his 
stated commitment to increasing Britain’s 
exports have been largely applauded by Kent’s 
business community. 

However, some analysts have said that he 
needs to do more to cut back barriers to growth 
and allow investment in the county’s infrastruc¬ 
ture if business is to prosper. 

Osborne put himself forward as the champion 
of British business in a Budget that he said would 
help the country “earn its way in the world”. 

Setting out a series of business-support policies 
- which he said should help to double exports to 
£1 trillion a year - he said: “Do we have the 
national resolve to say ‘No, we will not be left 
behind - we want to be out in front’?” 

Among these were plans to slash corporation 
tax in a bid to improve economic growth. 

Osborne said that he would cut the amount of 
tax that firms paid on profits from 2 6 per cent to 
24 per cent - double the reduction previously 
announced. 

The cut will come into effect in April and the 
intention is to drop the rate further, to just 22 
pence in the pound by the end of his Govern¬ 
ment’s term in office. 

The Chancellor said exports had declined over 
the last 10 years and that Britain exported more 
to Ireland than to Brazil, China, Russia and India 
combined. 

Andrew Aves, development manager of the 
Kent and Medway branch of the Lederation Of 
Small Businesses, said: “Exports is something we 
are very keen to encourage, as are other bodies

such as the Invicta Chamber of Commerce and 
Kent County Council. 

“We in Kent are in an ideal position to do so, 
with our close proximity to the Continent. 

“Likewise good to hear was Mr Osborne’s 
recognition of the need for the South East to be 
successful. That was music to our ears, as the 
Government just cannot assume the area will 
look after itself.” 

Rodger Broad, director of the Institute of 
Directors South, said: “While any tax reduction 


is welcome, the Chancellor has not done enough 
to free business from the burdens and barriers 
that are holding economic growth back. 

“Businesses dearly want the opportunity to 
invest, create and build, but George Osborne 
must go much further if he wants to fire up the 
engines of the economy. 

“There was a bold move on corporation tax, 
but in the bigger picture this is still not far enough 
or fast enough. 

“Smaller firms will welcome moves to tax 
them on the amount of cash passing through the 
business rather than the methods used for larger 
companies. 

“We would have also liked to see the National 
Insurance holiday, which has had such little 
take-up in the north of the country, offered to 
business in the South East. 

“We await with interest the Government’s 
review of airport capacity in the South East. We 
recognise the urgent need to expand capacity, 
but that must go hand in hand with substantial 
investment in other infrastructure to support 
that expansion.” 

The Chancellor said the independent Office 
For Budget Responsibility now expected eco¬ 
nomic growth to be slightly higher, at 0.8 per 
cent this year, up from 0.7 per cent in its autumn 
forecasts. 

However, next year, it is projecting 
2 per cent growth, slightly weaker than the 2.1 
per cent it expected in November. 

The Chancellor stressed that he would stick to 
the Government’s austerity programme, which 
he said had enabled the Treasury to borrow at 
the cheapest rates in its history. 

Announcing the OBR’s latest forecasts for the 
public finances, he said he now expected this 
year’s deficit to be £126 billion, just £lbn 
lower than expected in the autumn, after official 
figures published earlier on Wednesday revealed 
a shortfall of more than £15bn in February. 


‘Misguided, dangerous’ Loan Guarantee Scheme aims to 
statement is slammed give the smaller companies a lift 


Fuel campaigners hit 
out at no duty change 


TFIE Campaign to Protect Rural England (CPRE) 
has condemned the Chancellor's statement on 
planning as "misguided and dangerous", 
following Wednesday's Budget. 

The group also expressed deep concerns 
about the Government's transport strategy and 
the suggestion that it was "going soft" on airport 
expansion in the South East - which the group 
has consistently opposed. 

Adam Royle, spokesman for CPRE, said: 
“From the Chancellor's words we fear the 
longstanding protection for the wider 
countryside will be abandoned. That would 
mean that 55 per cent of English countryside, 
including many locally-loved green spaces, 
could be placed at the mercy of developers." 

Ralph Smyth, senior transport campaigner at 
CPRE, said: "This is not a case of ‘jobs versus the 
countryside' or ‘runways versus rural England', 
but about tackling narrow-minded and short¬ 
sighted vested interests. It is a further loss of 
the rural tranquillity that remains." 


A PLAN to help small and 
medium-sized business to 
obtain cash has been put 
into place by Government. 

Chancellor George 
Osborne said Barclays, 
Lloyds Banking Group, 
Santander UK and Royal 
Bank of Scotland had all 
signed up to the 
Government’s National Loan 
Guarantee Scheme (NLGS), 
which will provide cheaper 
lending to businesses with a 
turnover of up to £50 million. 

The discounted loans are 
being made available 
because the Government is 
to guarantee £20 billion of 
the banks’ own borrowing - 
usually from other financial 
institutions - thereby 


allowing the lenders to 
borrow more cheaply than 
they normally do. 

The banks then pass on 
this cheaper funding to 
SMEs in the form of lower 
interest rates. 

Lloyds said that as well as 
allowing it to offer 
customers cheaper loans, 
the scheme had the 
potential to “rekindle 
confidence, stimulate 
demand and encourage 
investment”. 

Barclays and RBS are 
expected to be the biggest 
users of the scheme to issue 
£1.5bn each of Government- 
backed bonds to provide the 
cheap loans to small 
businesses. 


CAMPAIGNERS calling for a cut in fuel duty say 
they are disappointed at the Budget ignoring 
their demands. 

They had called on the Government to cut 
duty, saying it would create jobs and boost the 
economy - but no appropriate action was taken. 

Folkestone-based Peter Carroll, founder of 
FairFuelUK, is a former haulage-company boss 
and Liberal Democrat district councillor. He said: 
"Diesel is at its highest price ever recorded and 
this failure to act is a devastating blow to 
families and businesses. 

"Poll after poll has set out that this is the 
number-one priority for the UK. Millions of 
people and thousands of businesses will feel 
ignored. 

"We gave the Government evidence that a cut 
in fuel duty would not cost it any revenue 
overall. Our supporters will be astonished that 
the Government has cut the 50p rate because ‘it 
damages the economy' but will not tackle fuel 
duty when it's crippling the economy."

Market gains 
for ferry firm 

DFDS Seaways, the Dover- 
France ferry operator, has 
announced strong 
performance in 2011 for both 
its freight and passenger 
businesses, Leading to 
increased market share on the 
Channel for the seventh 
consecutive 
year. 

Despite 
fierce 

competition, 
in 2011 the 
number of 
freight units 
on the 
service rose 
4.2 per cent. 

DFDS Seaways is now 
only one of two English 
Channel ferry operators 
remaining from the six-strong 
marketplace in 2003. 

In 2011, the freight business 
saw more than 467,000 units 
on the service. Market share of 
the freight business has also 
increased above the budgeted 
levels year on year. 

Meanwhile, despite a 
decrease in overall car traffic 
through the Port of Dover in 
2011, passenger business has 
experienced increases in 
revenue and volume for the 
seventh consecutive year. 

Since 2007, the car market 
through Dover has shrunk by 
5 per cent, but in that time 
DFDS Seaways has seen a 
50 per cent rise in the number 
of cars carried on its ships. 

The success of the business 
in 2011 has enabled DFDS to 
join together with the French 
company, LD Lines, to provide 
a new Channel service 
between Dover and Calais. The 
service launched on February 
17, 2012. 

Overall, DFDS turnover and 
profit grew by 18 per cent in 
2011. Growth occurred in the 
Channel, the Baltic Sea, and on 
some major North Sea routes. 
The group's turnover grew to a 
record £1.354 billion. Pre-tax 
profit was £86 million. 

Chris Newey, passenger 
director for the English 
Channel operation, pictured 
above, said: "2011 was a 
challenging year with the 
economy still in a state of 
uncertainty, which in turn 
created continued pressure on 
the travel sector. 

"The landscape for the ferry 
industry has changed 
significantly since 2003. 
Against this backdrop, we are 
extremely proud to have 
achieved an increase in 
revenue, market share and 
volume of sales for the 
seventh year in a row. 

"These results are a credit to 
the hard work and dedication 
of employees, as well as 
loyalty from our customers." 



Eurostar celebrates profit 
in first year going it alone

EUROSTAR has reported “solid progress” 
over the past year, with continued growth 
in both passenger numbers and overall 
sales revenues. 

Following the transformation of the 
business from a partnership of three rail¬ 
ways to a single, unified corporate entity 
on September 1, 2010, the business re¬ 
ports a preliminary, unaudited net profit 
of £20.8 million in its first full year of 
operation as a stand-alone company. 

Total sales revenue in 2011 grew by 
6 per cent from £760m to £803m, with 
particularly strong growth in the second 
half of the year. 

On a like-for-like basis, after adjusting 
the 2010 results for the volcanic-ash-cloud 
impact, sales revenues have grown by 10 
per cent and showed positive growth in 
each quarter throughout 2011. 

Passenger numbers for the year rose by 
2 per cent from 9.5m to 9.7m, with an 
increased use by those travelling for lei¬ 
sure, but business traveller numbers were 
slightly down. 

Through 2011, the number of internat¬ 
ional passengers originating outside the 
EU was up 20 per cent, the most important 
non-European markets being Latin Ameri¬ 
ca, the United States and South-East Asia. 


The company says that delivery of a net 
profit is a strong result for Eurostar given 
the high infrastructure costs incurred as 
an international rail operator, including 
access to the high-speed rail network and 
Channel Tunnel. 

Nicolas Petrovic, chief executive of 
Eurostar, said: “Eurostar continues to 
make good progress against a difficult 
economic backdrop and ongoing uncert¬ 
ainty across Europe. 

“We have invested in upgrading our 
service and product and this has resulted 
in strong growth in sales revenues and 
passenger numbers. Having completed our 
first financial year as a stand-alone busi¬ 
ness and delivered a strong performance, 
we are now well positioned to build on this 
momentum.” 

The company also says significant 
progress has been made towards its £700m 
fleet investment programme. 

At the same time, the complete overhaul 
and redesign of the existing fleet of trains is 


progressing well. When the new and refur¬ 
bished sets enter service, the Eurostar fleet 
will be equipped with advanced Wi-Fi and 
on-board ‘info-tainment’, which will in¬ 
clude real-time travel and destination 
information as well as interactive enter¬ 
tainment including music and news-feeds. 

Petrovic said: “The continued invest¬ 
ment has seen customers returning to us 
again and again. This delivered one of our 
busiest weekends on record during the 
wedding of Prince William to Kate Middle- 
ton last year, reinforcing our position as 
the operator of choice between the UK and 
near-continental Europe. 

“As we look to the year ahead, the com¬ 
bination of the London 2012 Olympic 
Games and the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
will make the capital one of the hottest 
destinations in the world this year.

16 HSE inspectors have been 
visiting Kent construction sites 
as part of its inspection initia¬ 
tive aimed at reducing death 
and injury in the con¬ 
struction sector. 

Anyone taking 
the health,

environ¬ 
ment test 
after April 
1 will need 
to famil- 
i a r i s e , 
themselves 
with the up¬ 
dated ques¬ 
tion bank and ^ 
the new features of 
the test in order to give ***** 
themselves the best chance of 
completing it. 

Officials say the test includes 
a number of new elements 
while retaining core funda¬ 
mentals, including: 

• A refreshed and updated 
question bank including the 
new universal hazard symbols; 

• An increase in the number of 
questions on respiratory risks 
and the hazards they can pose; 

• Knowledge questions on 
the environment; 

• Behavioural case studies 
which assess how a candidate 
responds to highlight safe 
working practices on site. 

New revision information is 
available, including the train¬ 


ing video Setting Out, which 
highlights the required behav¬ 
iours of both the site manage¬ 
ment and the workers. 

The behavioural case studies 
are based on the principles set 
out in the film and test what a 
construction worker might face 
in their real life jobs, and their re¬ 
actions to that situation. The 
training video will be available to 
see free of charge. 

Kevin Fear, head of health and 
safety strategy at CITB-Construc- 
tionSkills said: “Setting Out and 
the behavioural case studies are 
the most important features of 
the new test. While construction 
workers need good awareness of 
the health, safety and environ¬ 
mental issues that affect 
construction sites, 
further improve- 
k ments to the 


industry’s ac- 
c i d e n t 
k record will 
only be 
made once 
we have 
7 workers re- 
sponding 
appropriate¬ 
ly to the condi- 
f tions that they 
will find on site. ” 
Braden Connolly of 
CITB-ConstructionSkills said: 
“It is absolutely crucial that 
anyone taking the test gets up 
to speed with the new elements, 
and ensures they are as well 
prepared for the test as they 
can be. 

“We pride ourselves on mak¬ 
ing the test accessible to any¬ 
one who wants to take it, via a 
range of methods including 
voice overs, readers, sign, and 
foreign language interpreters 
but this can only work if candi¬ 
dates get themselves fully fa¬ 
miliar with the test’s content.”

The VIPs viewed pioneering work from the 
university’s Natural Resources Institute on the 
Medway campus at Chatham Maritime. 

University researchers there have developed an 
innovative way of tackling problems caused by 
tsetse fly, eliminating the killer disease of sleeping 
sickness in some parts of Africa. This research has 
been named as one of the top 10 discoveries in any 
UK university in the last 60 years. 

The Secretary of State, his shadow Chuka 
Umunna MP, and Paul Blomfield MP, Secretary 
of the All Party Parliamentary Universities 
Group, all made speeches, speaking about the 
contribution of universities like Greenwich to 
national and international education, research 
and enterprise. 

Environmental science student Robert Gun¬ 
ning was one of six Greenwich students invited 
to attend the event. “It was a huge thrill to be 
asked, and a really good experience,” said Rob¬ 
ert, who lives in Strood. 

“It was a great opportunity to talk to a whole 
range of people. The Secretary of State said uni¬ 
versities like ours have contributed a lot to the 
national education system and that our research 
is really vital. ”

Fuse Medway Festival 


Charge of the 


arts brigade 

Lelia Greci talks to Joe Bill about blending some of Europe’s finest 
outdoor acts with the emerging talent of Kent’s largest conurbation

O NE of the more recent events to 
have swung its way on to the 
county’s leisure calendar is Fuse 
Medway Festival. 

Taking place every June for the 
last seven years, the festival has 
developed its appeal to performance and arts 
fans around Kent, and this year, with the help 
of a new face, the show could become yet 
bigger. 

Lelia Greci has taken over as artistic director 
of Fuse Festival, bearing an impressive CV that 
features work on the Manchester International 
Festival as well as the Festival For Culture 
Shock as part of the Commonwealth Games. 

Greci, who grew up in Le Mans, France, is 
keen to put her stamp on the festivities and 
make sure that interest in Fuse grows 
significantly. 

She said: “I would like it to be bigger and 
better. The idea is to embed the festival locally 
but i n form it internationally. 

“I am French, so I am always interested in 
what is going on in continental Europe. I am 
also interested in what is going on in England 
with outdoor arts. 

“Fuse has to be strong locally, getting local 
people involved, but I also want to bring in the 
most exciting outdoor art from elsewhere in the 
UK and continental Europe. 

“At the moment, Fuse is still in the early days 
- the audience is mainly from the area. 

“A lot of people will travel from around Kent 
to Medway for the day, but ultimately, as the 
festival grows, the idea is to attract people from 
a further distance, especially as the tourism 
infrastructure develops in Medway as well. 

“Fuse will grow with Medway, and Medway 
will grow with Fuse.” 

Greci arrived in Medway shortly before last 
year’s festival after a stint at Crawley Borough 
Council coordinating the leisure activities at its 
theatres and open spaces. 

And the performance fanatic has taken over 
the reins to secure funding for this year’s event, 
something that’s very much on schedule. 

She said: “It is going very well. We have sent 
our application bids to Arts Council England, 
who are one of our two main funders. 

“The funding from Medway Council has been 


agreed as well, so that’s 60 per cent of our 
funding confirmed now.” 

The Fuse team will also commission £10,000 
to three new acts looking to take the festival by 
storm this year, known as the Spark 
Commissions. 

“We have a programme of three local art 
commissions and they have now been short¬ 
listed,” said Greci. 

“Every year we commission three locally- 
based artists or companies to create new work 
about Medway, relevant to its community. 

They have to be interactive and outdoor for 
everyone. 

“We have received a good number of ideas 


and have invited a few of them to come and talk 
to us about them. 

“The idea is to nurture creative talent and 
give them opportunities to develop the practices 
in Medway. There are also three universities in 
the towns. We want to provide working 
opportunities to those emerging artists and 
students who have chosen to study here, too.” 

Fuse was initially created seven years ago as 
a ticketed indoor arts festival that was spread 
across a whole month, something from which 
the new artistic director is continuing to move 
away. 

She said: “Until last year the format of the 
festival was over three weeks and all across 


Medway, but I think it spread the resources too 
thinly. 

“Now it is over just three days of a weekend 
and across three of the towns, so it is much 
more focused. 

“It is easier to communicate with the 
audience and it is much more impactful, and 
that is what we want to build upon. 

“All the activities for Fuse are to be free. That 
is the precept of the festival: to make it as 
accessible as possible. Open to everybody in the 
county.” 

The team has also commissioned the Central 
School Of Beat And Drama in London to 
produce site-specific, family-friendly shows 
using creative performers from the Medway 
towns. 

This year’s show will also feature the No Fit 
State Circus extravaganza, a well-known 
big-top performance company which will use 
young people from the area in its show. 

“Young people from Medway take part in 
circus workshops every week, put on by 
Medway Council,” said Greci. “Those young 
people will develop confidence and skills and 
will perform in the circus show this summer.” 

The theme of any festival is an important 
issue, as the director explained: “This year the 
theme will be the river. The parade on the 
Friday will have a strong river theme and 
involve large projects from the universities.” 

But most important, says Greci, is the fact 
that it is free and open to everyone. 

“It is a fantastic opportunity to engage in the 
arts for the very first time for some people. They 
are people who wouldn’t take a financial risk on 
these events but can come along and see it 
without paying out. If it is outdoor and free, it 
removes all the barriers.” 

• Fuse Medway Festival runs from Friday 
to Sunday, June 15-17. As a lower-key 
precursor to the main event, Lighting 
The Fuse is scheduled for Monday to 
Thursday, June 11-14. Visit www.

Hyundai wows with a vowel 
in pursuit of Europe’s top guns

HYUNDAI’S rise to become the world’s fourth 
largest motor vehicle group actually doesn’t 
have the headline power of Apple computing’s 
rebirth and ascension. 

But they do have a small thing in common; 
both have used the T vowel to signal a changed 
direction, paving the way to new growth. 

Apple, of course, added an T to the iMac, 
iPod, iPhone and now the iPad - all game- 
changers in the electronics theatre. 

Korea’s Hyundai, rather cheekily perhaps, 
adopted ‘i’ to prefix a new and very different 
series of mainstream models to replace rather 
lacklustre predecessors like the Accent and 
Elantra. 

The first arrived some five years ago as the 
i30 five-door family hatchback. It wasn’t quite 
in the league of an Apple mould-breaker, but it 
certainly showed Hyundai could now offer 
more style, quality and driver enjoyment 
without jettisoning the brand’s value standards. 

Other T models followed and none have 
disappointed - the ilO city car has become a best¬ 
seller, while the recent i40 addition is a stunning 
threat to establishment family models such as 
the Ford Mondeo and Vauxhall Insignia. 

The other scary thing for western brands is 
that while they generally follow a seven-year 
model replacement strategy Asian marques, 
including Hyundai, go for five. 

So the second generation i30 is now with us, 
and it’s another T jump up the ladder if you 
like, with sharper styling and an interior far 
superior in style, design and quality to its 
worthy predecessor. 

It’s also closer than ever to the high-quality 
handling of the Ford Focus, VW Golf and 
Vauxhall Astra, to the point where Hyundai’s 
famous five-year/unlimited mileage warranty, 
can clinch the deal in favour of the Korean car. 

It’s a powerful persuader anyway in current 
times; a sign of Hyundai’s confidence in its 
products and, for owners who keep a car for 
three years, it becomes a valuable asset to the 
resale value, while those who buy a car for life 
can be confident they are buying something 
expected to last. 

Sensible buyers will also note that all 1.6CRDi 
diesel manual versions come with Hyundai’s 
Blue Drive eco technologies as standard, offering 
road tax exempt C02 emissions of 9 7g/km on 
the lowest output HOPS (109bhp) version, 
plus pound-stretching economy without 
compromising on low down power output. 

Four main trim levels are offered - Classic, 
Active, Style and Style Nav - with an entry level 
1.4-litre petrol option from £14,49 5 as well as 
the diesel (from £16,895) mentioned earlier. 

As ever, standard spec is generous, but 
mid-range Active trim (from £15,595) includes 
alloys, cruise control, rear parking sensors 
and Hyundai’s new dynamic Flex Steer system, 
giving the driver the option of three settings for 
the wheel: Comfort, Normal and Sport.

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Is Smart still thinkina smart?

SMART posed serious questions of all of us when 
it launched its unique two-seat city car in 2000. 

How many of us truly need more than two 
seats and how much longer can we afford the 
fuel for that wasted space? 

Plus, can you cut a dash with a car that is 
pretty much a small cube on four wheels? 

And the verdict on both is still with the jury. 

Of course, despite appearances, the Smart is 
no longer the same car - a new and fractionally 
longer second generation version arrived in 
2007, and righted several of the wrongs found 
in its predecessor. 

But, since it would be akin to re-inventing the 
wheel, the Smart’s styling is likely to remain a 
case of wrapping two people with space for some 
luggage and shopping. 

That doesn’t stop Smart - a sister brand to 
Mercedes-Benz - regularly re-packaging the 
range though, so we have a revised line-up 
due next month including tasty specials to get 
would-be customers into showrooms, such as 
the cool Boxfresh limited edition I’ve been driv¬ 
ing this week. 

It’s been outfitted in conjunction with the 
fashion label of the same name, and just 55 will 
be sold - each has its number displayed on the 
dashboard - and there will probably be no short¬ 
age of takers. 

The Boxfresh looks sharp with its sumptuous 
tan leather seats and other hide trappings inside, 
while the all-black exterior looks extra mean 
with 15-inch glossy black alloys courtesy of Merc 
styling house Brabus. 

If that’s not your thing then there are other 
new specials including the black and orange 
Nightorange, ICE and Pink Passion. 

But these don’t come cheap; the Boxfresh sells 
for £11,700, which is a lot more than the ten 
grand for the normal Passion coupe model with 
the same 71bhp output from the Smart’s stand-

ard 1.0 litre petrol engine - there is also a 54bhp 
diesel from £10,400. 

That’s the point of such specials though; they 
give Smart something to shout about and make 
would-be buyers re-evaluate the little car. 

It’s not without its faults: it can be noisy; the 
gearbox can be jerky in full auto mode - outside 
of town I prefer using manual changes via 
the stick or steering wheel paddles; and you 
sometimes feel the door handles will scrape the 
road on the corners. 

But as a cost-effective city runabout or sec¬ 
ond/third car, the Smart is in a class of its own. 

Both occupants have lots of room, sit comfort¬ 
ably high up and have sensible space for 
weekend luggage, shopping and even a small 
dog - but forget about golf clubs. 

Whenever I drive one, though, I’m asked: “But 
do you feel safe in it? It’s just so small.” 

Close inspection shows the car is built around 


a massively strong cage - Smart calls it the 
Tridion Safety Cell - and the marque made a TV 
ad once showing a Smart smashed full on by a 
demolition wrecking ball and then the occupant 
walking away unharmed. 

The advertising standards people would never 
allow that to be fake so, yes, I do think it’s safe. 

My advice though is look at the fancy specials 
and then pick the cheapest petrol model (from 
£9,200) you will need; the diesel is too heavy 
and jerky and doesn’t offer much better fuel 
consumption and the cheapest petrol versions 
are road tax exempt too. 

And buy the Smart for economy convenience, 
and easy parking rather than the driving experi¬ 
ence. 

It now has competition though from Toyota’s 
provocatively named IQ, which is only slightly 
longer, carries another adult and a child and 
feels more like a normal car.

WITH a bullfighter’s flourish of the cape, Spain’s 
sporty Seat brand has unveiled a revitalised but 
largely cheaper Ibiza line-up - in showrooms for 
April. 

Possibly already the market’s best-looking 
supermini, the new-look Ibiza has an even more 
aggressive nose thanks to remodelled head¬ 
lamps, smaller and sharper grille, and the addi¬ 
tion of the trapezoidal lower grille formerly 
confined to FR and Cupra performance models. 

Seat says this look will be extended to other 
models as the VW-owned marque presses its sta¬ 
tus as that empire’s sporting yet affordable brand. 

The car’s tail lights have also been redesigned 
and the bigger five-door and ST estate models 
both now have black ‘B’ (front quarterlight) and 
‘C’ (centre) side pillars, which lower both cars 
visually. 

The addition of a vibrant new Lima Green to 
the colour palette is worthy of mention too as it 
highlights Seat’s distinctive approach to colour. 

While monochromes - black, silver and metal¬ 
lic grey - dominate the top five in the UK colour 
charts, Seat has made an impact by champion¬ 
ing brighter colours and making them work, 
perhaps contributing to the marque’s record 
sales in 2011. Bright red, yellow and blue are 
favourites - particularly on the its FR and Cupra 
sporting stars. 

Further changes have also been made inside 
the Ibiza, but nothing radical enough to remove 
the feeling the marque must raise its game on 


cabin design and quality to match undoubted 
exterior style. 

And despite all the changes, there is little 
doubt that in the current harsh economic 
climate, pegging and even lowering prices in a 
tough market is probably even more 
important than any of the above. 

The good news here is that 
the entry-level Ibiza - the 
petrol 1.2-litre E in racy 
three-door SC bodystyle - 
remains available at just 
£9,995. 

Even more important 


though is that the core budget Ibiza S A/C - the 
start point for standard fit air con - is offered at 
an average of £300 less than the outgoing S 
Copa editions. 

This means the most affordable version of the 
best-selling five-door Ibiza bodystyle, 
the petrol 1.2 S A/C, costs £11,430. 
This engine is also now avail¬ 
able in the Ibiza ST body- 
style (left), giving it a sig¬ 
nificantly reduced starting 
price of only £12,140. 
Seat had to keep prices 
in check though as the supermini 


sector comes under pressure from value rivals 
made in Korea, notably the all-new Kia Rio and 
Chevrolet Aveo models. 

Where it won’t be feeling the pressure though 
is on the driver pleasing front, where the little 
Ibiza remains one of the best handling and, in 
diesel format, potentially one of the most eco¬ 
nomical - provided you don’t exploit the former 
attribute. 

It’s also worth noting that the ST, which adds 
£710 to the price for an equivalent five-door, is a 
genuinely sporty supermini estate that can also 
carry a decent load - meeting a design challenge 
that other marques have failed spectacularly.

Maidstone dose in 
on Twickenham final 
as president looks to 


move into

MAIDSTONE Rugby Club are just one game 
from Twickenham, after winning the regional 
final of the RFU Senior Vase at Newmarket last 
Saturday. 

The county town side won a tense encounter 
18-15 to set up a national semi-final with Wells, 
which will take place at The Mote on Saturday 
April 7. 

It’s the third time in as many years that a Kent 
team has reached a national semi-final. 

In 2010, Tonbridge Juddians fell at the final 
hurdle in the Intermediate Cup, losing 19-13 to 
Old Redcliffians while last year Aylesford Bulls 
beat Berry Hill 13-0 before losing the final of the 
same competition to Stoke. 

Maidstone trailed 8-0 early on, but Jamie 
Smith chased down a grubber kick to make it 8-5 
at half-time, and Hayden Mitchell and Ollie 
Newton scored tries early in the second-half to 
give the visitors the lead. 

With Luke Debnam in the sin bin a penalty try 
saw Newmarket draw level, but Leo Fedorcio 
kicked a penalty with three minutes remaining and 
Maidstone ran down the clock from the restart. 

“I think we made harder work than we should 
have done, but cup matches are great levellers,“ 
said Maidstone’s president Bob Beney. 

“I think it would detract from Newmarket to 
say we should have put it away, but it was more

difficult than it could have been.” 

Although they didn’t receive a cup for win¬ 
ning, it’s the first time Maidstone have won a 
final in a quarter of a century, since picking up 
the County Cup in 198 7. 

Yet the euphoria has been tempered by the 
knowledge that Wells, from Somerset, represent 
a serious obstacle. 

“West country rugby is traditionally very hard 
so we’re not taking anything for granted, but it 
promises to be a very big day and we should get 
quite a big crowd there with it being Easter Sat¬ 
urday,” Beney said. 

“We expect Wells will bring quite a few up 
with them. For their regional final they had 800 
people, so we’ll be looking for 500 at the Mote. 

“There’ll be nerves and excitement, but that’s 
all part of the fun I guess.” 

Maidstone are hoping the run will help them 
emerge from one of the darkest eras in their 132- 
year history. 

Although Matt lies was cleared of a charge of 
eye-gouging, following an incident that left 
Gravesend’s Clarence Harding blind in 2010, 
the RFU ruled that a Maidstone player had com¬ 
mitted the act deliberately. 

As the player’s identity could not be proved 
the RFU held the club responsible, fining them 
£2,000, docking them 50 points and effectively 
relegating them to London 3 South East this 
season, the lowest level they have played at 
since the league system was introduced.

The affair did lasting damage to the club’s 
reputation and standing and remains a highly- 
sensitive taboo at the club. 

Beney would only say: “It’s been a time of 
transition,” stressing they wanted to leave the 
past in the past. 

“There are lots of very positive things going on 
and something like this gives added impetus to 
show that we just want to move on and move 


back to where we were. Something like this is a 
great fillip,” he said. 

Maidstone are also hoping there will soon be 
some movement on their plans to redevelop their 
ground, which were first unveiled in 2005. 

“We’re hoping for some positive news in the 
future,” Beney said. 

“One of the problems is our facilities are so 
poor which has always stymied our growth. ”

Brands delight Olympic Torch will

THE Olympic Torch will tour the Brands Hatch 
circuit this summer as part of its journey 
through the county en route to the Olympic 
Stadium.

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Oceans apart 
on the airwaves 

THE revered American Football 
coach Marv Levy used to ask his 
players: "Where would you rather 
be than right here, right now?" in the 
moments before kick-off and this was the 
question I asked myself at East Brighton 
Park last Saturday, as I prepared to co¬ 
commentate for Maidstone United's in- 
house radio station on their away game 
with Whitehawk. 

Three miles to the north lies Sussex 
University and just as East Anglia was once 
famous for churning out Amis, Motion, 

Ishiguro and McEwan, so the Sussex class 
of 95 turned out a golden generation in the 
field of sports journalism. 

Of my contemporaries, one was the son 
of a world-famous journalist, a high- 
profile left-wing campaigner who has 
dedicated his life to exposing corrupt 
governments and shaming evil corpora¬ 
tions and who must, therefore, have been 
delighted at his offspring's obsession with 
Manchester United and subsequent 
career at their in-house magazine. 

Another, the only student on campus 
ever to wear a baseball cap, went on to 
work for 90 Minutes magazine, where his 
role in life was to make references to 
Scooby Doo every week. 

A third graduated via Cement World to 
the tabloids, where he forged a career out of 
doorstepping people like Bruno Brookes and 
lastly there was my best friend Tim 
Stannard, a man who accidentally found 
himself working for the English-language 
section of Real Madrid TV. 

Tim spent Sunday night commentating 
live from the Bernebau on Real Madrid v 
Malaga, to an audience well into the 
thousands. 

Midway through the first half at 
Whitehawk, we discovered that Stones Live 
had been scuppered by a technical fault, 
and that our 20 listeners (one of whom 
was in Bermuda) couldn't even hear us. 

We soldiered on, recording commentary 
for Stones TV, listened to by a trio of 
Whitehawk fans sitting in front of us. 

It wasn't an unpleasant experience. 
Whitehawk is a part of Brighton that no 
student would ever dream of visiting, an 
estate with a reputation that makes 
Mangravet sound like Belgravia, yet their 
ground has possibly the most spectacular 
location of any in the south of England. 

Carved into the South Downs, it lies in 
the bottom of a valley with sweeping 
views from all sides. 

At Chatham you get an uplifting view of 
the cemetery, from Ramsgate you can see 
Manston airport. 

Does the view matter? Not really, but 
when the game proves uneventful the 
eyes and mind wander. 

As we broadcast to our three captive 
listeners in the dying moments of the 
second half, I asked myself Marv's 
question. “Where would I rather be, than 
right here, right now?" 

Would I honestly have swapped 
all this to be at the Bernebau? 

Quite frankly, yes.
